The California Highway Patrol and the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department,
as well as a number of residents in the unincorporated communities of the Santa
Monica Mountains, have raised serious concerns regarding crowds gathering along a
portion of Mulholland Highway to watch illegal racing and other unsafe driving
behaviors. To enhance traffic safety and to further aid the California Highway Patrol and
the Sheriff’'s Department in their enforcement efforts, a “No Stopping Anytime”
restriction along Mulholland Highway from a point 140 feet east of Mile Marker 13.24 to
Mile Marker 15.47and a 60-minute parking time limit within the Mulholland Highway
Overlook are needed.
|, THEREFORE, MOVE that the Board of Supervisors:
1. Rescind a traffic regulation order prohibiting parking between the hours of 9
p.m. and 6 a.m. on both sides of Mulholland Highway between Mile Marker
13.42 and Mile Marker 15.47, in the unincorporated community of Triunfo
Canyon, as established on July 19, 2011;
2. Adopt a traffic regulation order prohibiting stopping at any time along both

sides of Mulholland Highway between a point 140 feet east of Mile Marker
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13.24 and Mile Marker 15.64, in the unincorporated community of Triunfo
Canyon,;

3. Adopt a traffic regulation order prohibiting parking between 9 p.m. and 6
a.m. and prohibiting parking for a period longer than 1 hour between 6 a.m.
and 9 p.m. on the south side of Mulholland Highway between a point 300
feet and a point 545 feet east of Mile Marker 13.42 (within the Mulholland
Highway Overlook), in the unincorporated community of Triunfo Canyon;
and

4. Direct the Director of Public Works to install the appropriate signs that

effectuate the changes delineated above within 45 days.
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
